A new policy on press 
releases was adopted by 
the Board of Education at 
at its meeting Monday 
night. 

See editorial page. 

Henceforth, the superin¬ 
tendent of schools, who 
also is Board secretary, 
will make all official 
Board news releases. Indi¬ 
vidual Board members, of 
course, may express their 
own opinions to whom¬ 
ever they desire. 

The policy is designed 
to avoid confusion and 
conflicting statements in¬ 
volving action taken by 
the Board as a whole, Dr. 
Jackson said, and is in no 
way a restriction on news. 

Furthermore, he added, 
this practice is followed 
by many other boards of 
education and is recom¬ 
mended by educators. 

The vote in favor of the 
policy was unanimous. 
Mrs. Nathan Jacobs made 
the motion; it was sec¬ 
onded by Mrs. Martha 
Coutant.

Censorship, that old tattered banner about which 
newspapers have waxed indignant since time immemorial, 
has reared its (in this case) amusing head in Sierra Madre. 

The Sierra Madre Board of Education, it appears, has 
“voted to clamp censorship control on news.” That, at 
least, is the conclusion of a daily newspaper published in 
Pasadena (name censored). Nothing, actually, could be 
further from the truth. 

The Board simply voted to make one person responsi¬ 
ble for official news releases. The vote was unanimous 
and all members of the Board were present. 

Under Board policy, Dr. Lowell Jackson, superintend¬ 
ent of schools and also Board secretary, will speak for the 
Board as a whole. This places no gag on other Board mem¬ 
bers who are perfectly free to express their own OEpnions 
to whomever they desire. 

Previously, Mrs. Martha Coutant handled publicity for 
the Board and frequently issued news releases. She sec¬ 
onded the motion made by Mrs. Nathan Jacobs to delegate 
that responsibility to the superintendent. 

Permitting one member to speak officially for the 
Board eliminates confusion and conflicting statements. 
Delegating that responsibility to the superintendent is also 
logical since he is in a position to know more about the 
schools than anyone else. 

It also makes it possible for the superintendent to re¬ 
lease news to the press about many subjects — the com¬ 
ing bond issue, for example — w'ithout the necessity of 
polling every Board member in advance. 

Representatives of the press, likewise, can call the of¬ 
ficial Board spokesman for information without the neces¬ 
sity of tracking down each individual Board member. 

This policy, furthermore, is not unique. It is practiced 
by innumerable organizations, including, it’s safe to say, 
many school boards in California and other states. 

It is also perfectly legal. In “Boardsmanship,” a guide 
for school board members prepared by the California 
School Boards Association Inc., the subject is discussed on 
Page 66 under “Who speaks to the public for the Board?” 

“The ‘Code’ (State Education Code) does not charge 
any person with responsibility for representing the Board 
before the public,” the section states. “All actions of the 
Board must be by the Board as a whole when it is meeting 
in a regularly called session. 

“The Board, under such circumstances, may designate 
a member or some other individual, USUALLY THE SU¬ 
PERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS (emphasis added), to 
speak for it, but he in no way binds the Board. 

“At the Board’s discretion reports may be provided at 
district expense (Section 6336) so long as they are purely 
informatory and do not seek to influence the outcome of

Pasadena’s school budget may be financed with a 14 
■ cent cut in the tax rate, but needed rehabilitation of 
lool buildings may reduce that cut, if the school board 
decides. A meeting is set Tuesday to review the facts. 

The school board, studying the $18,000,000 budget for 

__ 1957-58, may decide the taxes 

are n e e de d to keep the 
schools in shape. 

Dr. Stuart E. Marsee, who 
is acting superintendent, told 
the board that the assessed 
valuation of the school dis¬ 
tricts in the county has in¬ 
creased more than 11 per 
cent in the last year. 

He said the total assessed 
valuation of the districts, in¬ 
cluding elementary, high 
school and junior college, 
was estimated at $364,535,- 
660 compared with $326,487, 
570 last year. 

Dr. Marsee said adminis¬ 
trators had been assuming 
a 7 per cent valuation in¬ 
crease in preparing the bud¬ 
get. The 11 per cent increase 
means the budget can be 
financed with a total tax 
rate of $2.61 per $100 assess¬ 
ed valuation, whereas the 
rate was $3.04 this year. 

Should the board decide 
to continue the tax rate at 
its present level, more than 
$ 1 , 100,000 would be avail¬ 
able for rehabilitation proj¬ 
ects. 

Edgar Barrett said contin¬ 
uing the tax rate at the 
present level would be a 
cheaper way of financing 
the rehabilitation than with 
interest-bearing bonds, but
